The addition of this large aerial will 
prove a great benefit to the class which 
w ill now be aide to obtain a great deal 
of practical experience In receiving 
press and other messages. 

All the members of the class have 
taken the declaration of secrecy which 
Is required of all wireless operators in 
Canada and any news received over 
the wires cannot he divulged,

WILL SERVE AS DRESSERS 
WITH OVERSEAS HOSPITALS 

Principal Gordon Asked to Furnish Number of Medical Students 
For Service With Field Hospitals and Dressing Stations 



Richard Norton, founder of the Am- 
erican Vountcer Ambulance Corps —

GENERAL 

The German air raid has put England in a state of uncertainty, 
and reports continue to come in to the effect that Zeppelins have 
been seen over the English Channel, and also over Norfolk. The 
ones seen at Norfolk were flying in the direction of London. 

It is considered highly probable that the British raid made at 
Bruges will be followed by other attacks as the Bruges docks are 
the head of the Zeebruge Canal System. 

In the vicinity of La Bassee the Germans are again massing 
their troops, evidently in preparation for a new struggle between 
Ypres and Courtrai. General Joffre is keeping the enemy in a 
state of uncertainty by launching unexpected attacks on all points 
of the French-German battle line. In this way the Germans are not 
sure where the decisive attack is to be made. 

FRANCE 

The outstanding features of the campaign in France are the 
continuance of fierce infantry engagements in Aslace. and a small 
encounter near St. Hubert. The fighting in Alsace has not brought 
about any definite victory for either side. 

French and British aviators dropped bombs yesterday on Ghent 
and Zeebrugge. This item of news was announced in an official 
statement in Berlin. 

TURKEY 

According to Turkish reports the main forces of the Russians 
who were advancing on Turkey have been repulsed and arc now in 
retreat. Speaking of the fighting in Arabia, near the Persian Gulf, 
the Turkish communication says: 

"On Thursday the British forces, assisted by three gunboats at- 
tacked our troops near Kurna, but were badly defeated and forced 
to retire with severe losses." 

ENGLAND 

The news of Admiral Beatty 's great victory over the Germans, 
in which the "Blucher," one of the most modern of the German bat- 
tleships, was sunk, with 810 men; and two other cruisers were se- 
riously disabled was received with great satisfaction by the public. 
It is an assurance that Britain still rules the waves, and the sooner 
the German fleet puts out to sea the better will the British com- 
manders be pleased.

Money has been sent lo 
Marls lor the purchase and equipment 
of twenty, and the Itocliainbeati which 
sails from New York on Wednesday 
will carry the chassis for ten more. 
Four "lore chassis w'.ll be shipped 
through Philadelphia this week, and 
the bodies and equipment secured in 
France Of this total number one has 
been furnished by Ihe lied Cross 
chapter at Yale, one by the A.M. < tub 
of Harvard, and one by the St. Mauls 
School. Vale baa also sent eleven 
other ambulances to be used in Europe 
under the general direction of Ihe Med 
fioss, and Harvard five.

The third group is known 
as Hi eflylilg corps. It operates di- 
rectly back of the firing line, receiving 
wounded from the trenches and carry- 
ing them H» ihc most convenient shel- 
ter All their work is under the direct, 
supervision of the Surgeon -Generals 
of the various armies Involved.

II has always liecp known thai Ihe 
prisoners were cognizant of all that 
was going mi In the oulsldc world, 

aJthoiigh they were not allowed to 

receive newspapers ur letters Which 
did nol pass through Ihe hands of 
the censor. In the early days of the 
war the fad created no serious prob- 
lem, for every da) saw new prison- 
ers corning in. conversant with every 
Import a ni ii em .if news. They very 
naturally were objects of great inter- 
est to their old prisoners until they 
disclosed all they knew abuui current 
events. 

M.ut as time «ml on and the en- 

trance "f additional prisoners ceased, 

and still the whole camp was kept 
well informed with news, the problem 
look serious shape, and means were 
adopted to discover the eoutTf of the 

Information communicated to the pris- 
oners. 

All kinds of traps were In Id for 
possible spies and traitors and nianv 
theories were advanced and worked 
upon. Mui the problem as to how 

the prisoners received their news will
